ON THE REGISTRY OF FREEHOLDS IN IRELAND. 



THE COMMITTEE to whom the Petition of the Mayor 
and Charter Justices of the City of Limerick; and also the 
Petition of certain Persons claiming to be Freeholders of the said 
City, were referred, to examine the Matters thereof, and report 
the same, together with their Observations thereupon, to the 
House Have, in pursuance to the Order of the House, 
examined ; and found, 

T HAT, in consequence of the absence of the parties who have signed 
one of the Petitions referred to them by the House, Your Com- 
mittee have felt themselves compelled to abstain from entering fully into 
the investigation of these Petitions. 

Your Committee have nevertheless examined into the state of the 
Laws respecting Registry of Freeholds, and the number of Magistrates 
who are empowered by the Charters of the Counties of Cities and 
Counties of Towns of Ireland, to act therein, and have satisfied them- 
selves that it is highly adviseable, and therefore recommend to the 
House, that legislative provision should be made, enjoining the Mayor of 
every County of a City or County of a Town, or his deputy, in case of his 
illness or absence from the town, to sit, for one day at the least, at the 
close of every General Quarter Session of the Peace, commencing such 
sitting at a stated hour, and continuing it so long as Freeholders shall 
offer themselves to register their Freeholds ; and affixing a penalty for 
neglect of such duty; and to render the signature of such Chief 
Magistrate or his deputy alone, sufficient to render valid the Registry 
and Certificates granted thereat, in place of two Magistrates, which 
are now required by law for that purpose.
